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CITY COUNCIL PULLS BACK ON PENALTY 
FOR SMALL AMOUNTS OF MARIJUANA

REDEYE 

Don’t send out invites to any “pot is legal” par- 
ties just yet. 

The City Council may have voted 44-3 on 
Wednesday to give cops the ability to ticket 
those carrying small amounts of marijuana, 
but there are as many “ifs” in the new rules as 
there were aldermen lining up to vote for the 
ordinance. Aldermen, in fact, made it clear 
they didn’t view the law as a relaxation of the 
rules. 

“This isn’t decriminalization,” Aid. Ed 
Burke (14th) said in support of the measure. 
“It is re-criminalization.” 

The new ordinance, which takes effect 
Aug. 4, gives police the option to ticket, in- 
stead of arrest, a person for possession of less 
than 15 grams of marijuana under certain con- 
ditions. People who are older than 17 and have 
no prior convictions can be ticketed as long 
as they are not in a park area or school zone 
and they are not smoking or trying to sell the 
pot. Police can use discretion to make arrests 
in cases where they feel it’s warranted. 


A TOUGHER PAST 

Before the new ordinance passed, people 
arrested for pot possession faced up to six 
months in jail and a $1,500 fine. Early ver- 
sions of the amended rules lowered the 
fine to as little as $100-$500, and defined a 
small amount as up to 10 grams of pot. New 
additions allow law enforcers to impound 
cars related to pot busts and make offend- 
ers undergo drug treatment. 


Lawmakers who supported the ordinance, 
including Mayor Emanuel, said the current 
method of battling marijuana isn’t working. 
They pointed out that nine out of 10 charges 
related to small amounts of pot are dismissed. 

“It’s not working. We’re wasting money,” 
said Aid. Danny Solis (25th), who first intro- 
duced the measure last year. He said as much 
as 2,500 days of police work could be saved 
through ticketing. “This ordinance is going 
to have a definite impact on the safety of our 
community” 

The vast majority of those currently arrest- 



ed and convicted of pot possession, according 
to data aldermen quoted, are African-Ameri- 
can. That’s discriminatory, they said. 

“If you had been white and/or privileged, 
smaU amounts of marijuana had already been 


decriminalized,” Aid. Howard Brookins (21st) 
said. “Because the only people who have been 
arrested for these types of crimes had been 
black and brown individuals.” 

Several aldermen said the typical mari-

juana possession arrest in Chicago takes up 
four hours of police time, as well as incurring 
court and other arrest costs. In debate before 
the vote, aldermen referenced recent news 
stories about the cit/s soaring homicide rate 
as reason to take the focus off minor posses- 
sion charges. 

“When I get calls in my office, it is about 
shootings,” Aid. William Burns (4th) said. “I 
want those calls to cease.” 

The mayor agreed, saying: “I want a full- 
court press on our streets.” Emanuel said po- 
lice trying to fight gangs had told him, “We 
are wasting time on something we should not 
be wasting time on.” 

Those who voted “no” on the ordinance, 
including Aid. Roberto Maldonado (26th), 
said they were concerned about whether less- 
ening penalties might increase drug use. 

People “are going to perceive and misinter- 
pret the law, the new ordinance, that it is a 
license to be able to smoke marijuana in pub- 
lic,” said Maldonado, whose ward includes 
parts of Humboldt Park and Logan Square. “I 
strongly believe, and I hope that I’m wrong, 
that we’re going to see a spike in the public 


use of marijuana in many of the corners of 
our neighborhoods, especially in my ward.” 

Aid. Nicholas Sposato (36th) and Aid. 
Lona Lane (i8th), who also voted “no,” said 
the ordinance sent a message to children that 
drug use is OK. 

Other “yes” votes expressed discomfort 
with the relatively large limit— 15 grams, 
which one alderman called the equivalent of 
30 joints. A few mentioned that the ticketing 
might be a moneymaker for the city, which 
would collect fines as well as save police time. 
The new protocol, writing a ticket and con- 
fiscating the drugs for testing, could take as 
little as a half an hour. 

‘All of us have some internal con- 
flict with what we’re doing, for 
a host of different reasons,” 

Emanuel said, promising to 
revisit the marijuana laws as 
time passes and more infor- 
mation became available. 

“We’re going to evaluate, is 
this the right thing to do? This is 
not closing the book, this is turning

Evanston got the jump on pot 


Chicago may be the latest high-profile 
community in the area to lower penalties 
for possession of small amounts of pot, 
but Evanston got a head start in Novem- 
ber, when its city council unanimously ap- 
proved a $50 to $500 ticket for having 10 
grams or less of marijuana. 

At the time, officials in the north sub- 
urban city said harsh penalties unfairly 
shackled people with a criminal record 
for one relatively minor mistake. Mayor 
Elizabeth Tisdahl also said decriminaliza- 
tion would help free police to pursue more 
serious crime. 

Before the ordinance passed, police 
there had the discretion to apply a strict- 
er misdemeanor penalty for possession of 


2.5 to 10 grams of marijuana. That could 
have, in turn, led to six months in jail and 
up to a $1,500 fine. Their new law took 
away that discretion and mandated the 
lower charge. 

Cmdr. Jay Parrott of the Evanston Po- 
lice Department recently told the Tribune 
that there have been more ordinance viola- 
tions in the last six months than in all of 
last year, but that arrests related to pot are 
lower. 

There have been 58 marijuana-related 
arrests this year, and were 171 last year, Par- 
rott said. 

In 2009, the Cook County board also 
approved a law lowering penalties for pot 
possession in unincorporated areas. g.g.

Chicago this week reached 250 homicides for 
2012-the worst start to a year in nine years, 
a RedEye analysis of preliminary police data 
found. 

The city has not reached the 250-homi- 
cide mark for the first half of the year since 
2003, which saw 286 homicides for the first 
half of the year and 601 homicides for the en- 
tire year, according to a 2009 Chicago Police 
Department report. 

Homicides this year are up 36 percent 
compared to the same period last year, as of 
Wednesday afternoon, according to RedEye 
data. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides were record- 
ed in the last week in Burnside, Englewood, 
Humboldt Park, Riverdale and Woodlawn, 
RedEye data shows. 

Meanwhile, a 75-year-old man was found 
stabbed to death Tuesday in the 9000 block of 
South East End Avenue in Calumet Heights, 


police said.

BLAZE WONT RELENT 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. Firefighters 
struggled Wednesday against a wild- 
fire at the edge of Colorado Springs 
that doubled in size overnight and has forced 
32,000 people from their homes, prompted 
evacuations from the U.S. Air Force Academy 
and consumed an unknown number of homes. 

The Waldo Canyon Fire, which has grabbed 
attention for days because of its proximity to 
landmarks such as the famed mountaintop of 
Pikes Peak and the Air Force Academy, now 
has burned through 15,375 acres near Colora- 
do’s second-most populous city fire informa- 
tion officer Rob Deyerberg told Reuters. 

“That means it made a run of roughly 9,000 
acres in a matter of hours yesterday afternoon,” 


he said. 

Colorado Springs Fire Chief Rich Brown 
called the firestorm that hit his city— in a met- 
ropolitan area of more than 650,000 people 
—on Tuesday “a monster” and said at this point 
flames were “not even remotely close to being 
contained.” 

The fire, which is only 5 percent contained, 
was not as intense early Wednesday but likely 
would build up again as the temperature rose 
during the day, Deyerberg said. 

Officials were assessing damage a day after 
wind-driven flames swept over containment 
lines into Colorado Springs, burning down an 
unknown number of homes on its outskirts as 
authorities hurried to evacuate residents.

Colorado Gov. John Hickenlooper flew into 
the Colorado Springs area Tuesday night by 
helicopter to meet with fire commanders and 
tour the fire zone. He noted that the blaze 
was one of at least a dozen burning through- 
out the state. Colorado wildfires have killed 
four people this year. 


“This area that we’re in is extremely dense,” 
Colorado Springs Fire Department spokes- 
woman Sunny Smaldino said. “It’s one of our 
worst scenarios in our city to have that many 
homes affected.” 

A spot fire touched a vacant, southwest cor- 
ner of the grounds of the Air Force Academy, 
which continues to operate but is closed to 
visitors, fire officials said. 

No serious injuries from the Waldo Fire 
were reported as of Wednesday morning.

Colbie Caillat comes off as a sunny person on albums such 
as her latest, “All of You,” and previous efforts “Coco” and 
“Breakthrough,” but she admits that’s not always true in real 
life. 

“I’m glad people see me that way I’m from Southern 
California, and I have roots in Hawaii. I grew up listening to 
positive vocal bases,” said Caillat, who names artists includ- 
ing Fleetwood Mac, Lauryn Hill, Bob Marley James Taylor, 
Tom Petty and John Mayer as musical influences. 

But, she said, “I’m not always happy But I try to turn my 
songs around. If I’m in a bad mood. I’ll turn it around, figure 
out how I can make it better.” 

On ‘Ml of You,” which features the hit singles “I Do” and 
“Brighter Than the Sun,” her writing came about while she 
was falling in love. “I was writing songs about our relation- 
ship, the ups and downs we were going through,” she said, 
adding that they’re still together. 

Caillat worked with rapper and Chicago native Com- 
mon on the track “Favorite Song,” on which she sings, “I 
wanna be your favorite song, you can turn it up, play me all 
night long.” It’s an unlikely collaboration, one with a reggae 
twist, but it’s a winner. She calls Common one of the coolest 
people she has ever worked with. 

“He’s so down to earth, just a really nice guy very positive 
and healthy and spiritual,” Caillat said. “I’ve always loved 
the tone of his voice and the positivity of his lyrics. I’d been

dying to work with him.” 

Caillat’s fans maybe surprised: This isn’t the first time the 
singer has worked with a rapper. When she was i8 and still 
trying to figure out who she was, she was the “Fergie” in a 
rap group. 

“I recorded on these rapper guys’ songs, and it never went 
anywhere,” she said, adding that ‘Ml of You” demonstrates a 
much more advanced Caillat. 

“When I listen back to ‘Coco’ I think my vocals sound 
so young and, oh my God, there’s barely any instruments 
on there,” she said. “Now I know where I can go vocally 
Before, I was brand new I’m 27 now, and I’ve learned a lot 
and know who I am as an artist.” 

Caillat said her new tour with Gavin DeGraw, which 
comes to Ravinia Festival in Highland Park this weekend, 
came about after they had “a great time” writing together 
earlier this year, but their sets are very different.

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Nothing 'Awkward’ 
about MTV gem 


For years I’ve 
avoided MTV as 
the wasteland of 
“Jersey Shore,” “Teen 
Mom” and “The Real 
World,” so I never 
expected to find a 
gem of a show there. 
Now I’ve discovered two. 

I was a quick convert to “Teen Wolf” when 
it debuted last season, but I failed to tune in 
to MTV’s new comedy ‘Awkward.” Thanks 
to a recent Season i marathon and a look at 
two episodes of the new season. I’ve learned 
my lesson: MTV isn’t all bad, and ‘Awkward” 
is whip-smart and hilarious. 

With the right amount of exaggerated 
realism, creator Lauren lungerich turns all 
the yearning, pain and, well, awkwardness of 
high school into a frothy funny satire that 
should make anyone feel better about their 
own fumbling ways. 

When the series began last year, our 
heroine Jenna (Ashley Rickards) acciden- 
tally broke her arm and everyone in school 
thought she had tried to kill herself She’d 
lost her virginity at camp to jock Matty 
(Beau Mirchoff), who was only interested in 
sex until he later realized Jenna— who isn’t 
popular, a star athlete or a brainiac— was 
actually just a pretty cool girl. 

Matty eventually became smitten with 
Jenna, although he seemed nervous about

going public with their relationship. Matty’s 
buddy, Jake (Brett Davern), also had the hots 
for Jenna, but neither guy knew they liked 
the same girl. And Jenna simply didn’t know 
what to do. 

As Season 2 begins, Jenna is trying to 
decide between sweet, not-worried-about- 
what-others-think Jake and hot Matty To 
complicate things, a secret security camera 
may have captured some potentially incrimi- 
nating footage that could affect her decision. 
She enlists one of her friends, Ming Huang 
(Jessica Lu), to butter up the school’s brainy 
Asian group to get the tape before anyone 
can view it. 

As if navigating the nightmare of high 
school cliques isn’t enough, Jenna’s also deal- 
ing with her meddling mother, Lacey (Nikki 
DeLoach), and her wacky guidance counsel- 
or, Valerie (Desi Lydic), both of whom seem 
more “high school” than Jenna at times. 

High school comedies are hit-or-miss. For 
every “Mean Girls” or “Juno” or “The 
Inbetweeners” there are 10 others that 
suck. But high school horrors are pretty 
universal— even for people well past that age 
like me— and ‘Awkward’s” writing is sharp 
enough to keep even those viewers who 
refuse to go to their reunions laughing.

some time “speakeasy” (read: 

no sign on the door) 

is, to put it delicately, huge. A wide staircase 
empties patrons into an industrial-looking 
foyer containing a hostess stand and bath- 
rooms. From there, three main rooms branch 
off, each containing a full bar and enough 
seating to be a restaurant in itself. The cen- 
ter room, the largest, features a raised stage 
where, during our visit, a band played as swing 
dancers shimmied. My friend and I were seat- 
ed in a cushy corner booth in one of the side 
rooms, giving us a wide view of the half-filled 
dining tables and packed bar area. While the 
’20s-30s supper-club theme feels decadent 
and spot-on for the space, the fedora-and- 
suspenders combo donned by most of the 
male staffers makes it all feel a bit over the top. 
The crowd? Let’s just say I enjoyed listening to 


the men in well-tailored suits. Same goes for 
the group in the so-large-you-could-get-lost la- 
dies’ room who had decided to spontaneously 
start speaking in British accents at 11 p.m. 

The food: The old-fashioned supper-club 
theme carries through the opulent decor, 
semi-ridiculous staff get-ups and, of course, 
the menu. Bites are a mix of throwback dishes 
you’ve probably never ordered (the $12 oys- 
ters Rockefeller) and Southern-inspired home 
cooking ($7 tomato sauce-topped grit cakes, 
$10 strawberry shortcake). But while some 
dishes hit the spot (don’t miss the grilled 
peach and arugula salad or the cheese- and 
corn-stuffed fried squash blossoms, both $12), 
others fell flat. The grit cakes were thick, un- 
der-seasoned bricks without enough 
tomato topping to save them. Both desserts 
I tried were total letdowns, with the cake lay- 
ers of the strawberry shortcake lacking flavor 
and the brioche doughnuts ($10) arriving cold, 
crunchy and not at all appealing. 

The drinks: I fault myself for getting too excit- 
ed about the Pistol Smoke cocktail, made with 
scotch, pipe tobacco, chamomile tea, vanilla 
and lemon juice ($14). I had it built up in my 
mind as this smooth, dark punch, but instead, 
it tasted more of lemon than anything-a hard 
feat when you’re dealing with a scotch base. 
And that promised pipe tobacco? If it was 
in there, I didn’t notice. Instead, my favorite 
house cocktail wound up being Don Patricio’s 
Pinkie Ring, a mild mix of pisco, strawberries, 
white pepper, sparkling rose and lemon juice, 
which managed to be refreshingly girlie with- 
out being cloying. 

Bottom line: Apparently Chicago isn’t sick 
of the speakeasy concept yet, so go ahead 
and go, even just to say you’ve been. Get a 
seat in the main room near the stage, order 
the Don Patricio’s Pinkie Ring and check in on 
Foursquare from the bathroom (the only place 
you’ll get service). But unless the kitchen steps 
up its game and the drink quality evens out, 
there may not be much reason to go back.

With such a dense concentration of taverns, restaurants, clubs 
and lounges, it takes something special for a new spot to get noticed. Two of 
the latest— an unmarked, sprawling supper club and a polished bar offering 
sliders to-go well past your bedtime— aim to stand out from the others.

Off to a good start once familiar, it’s probably 
because you’ve been to 

Public House, Bull & Bear or Hubbard Inn lately. With over- 
sized chalkboard menus, big tufted leather booths and just 
enough TVs not to overwhelm, this new tavern shares a lot 
of characteristics with these other popular after-work spots. 
Thanks to its slightly-less-trafficked location on Clark, Stout 
has plenty of seats available in the early evening hours, 
gradually filling with 20- and 30-something office workers 
as the hours wear on. This space used to be home to late- 
night club Manor, and while the traces of its bottle-service 
past are gone, the late-night license remains and doors stay 
open until 4 a.m. (or 5 a.m. Saturdays). 

The food: Stout aims to draw both a dinner crowd and 
late-night-bite seekers with a lengthy bar and shared-plates 
menu, with a few entrees (fried chicken, steak frites, fish and 
chips) for bigger appetites. The bar bites section features a 
little bit of everything, including a hummus plate with fried 
pita chips ($ 8 ) and a heaping pile of can’t-stop-eating-them 
Animal Fries featuring two kinds of Cheddar cheese, bacon 
and shredded oxtail meat ($ 8 ). Chicken wings ($7) come 
grilled with three dipping sauces: yellow curry, hot sauce 
and Korean barbecue. If you’re into super-spicy wings, ask 
for extra hot sauce, as the tang of the curry and barbecue 
skews mild. From 11 p.m.- 3 a.m., a shorter food menu is avail- 
able, including sliders ($4 each) available in to-go packs of 
five, 10, 15 or 30, because, well, isn’t it obvious? 

The drinks: Beer is the clear centerpiece here, with more 
than a dozen rotating craft options on draft from well-loved 
breweries such as Left Hand, Half Acre, North Coast, Three 
Floyds, Six Point, Goose Island and Lagunitas. The beer 
menu also includes a few beer flight options (four 4-ounce 
samples for $12) and a lengthy bottle list. Wines and a few 
house cocktails also are available, with the Conquistador 
earning a place as my stand-out favorite thanks to its crisp- 
tasting green pepper-andjalapeno-infused tequila. 

Bottom line: Stout fits the River North mold through and 
through, but thanks to its location, you still can squeeze in a 
post-work drink before it becomes overrun with late-night 
partyers. Be on the lookout for the second floor-formerly 
called Stay-to open in the next few weeks as an expansion 
of the downstairs bar.

Shandy hits the spot for summer

Just about everything comes down to context. 
The right drink at the wrong time doesn’t al- 
ways work. For instance, we love Goose Is- 
land’s big, thick, complex Bourbon County 
Brand Coffee Stout. But when we’re out on 
the porch grilling on a 95-degree day, that’s 
just about the last thing we want to be drink- 
ing. 

In general, drinks in the summer are less al- 
coholic than they are in colder weather. And 
in hot weather most people would rather have 
a refreshing drink than a complex one. 

TRY IT: 


Those two rules of thumb help explain 
what is fast emerging as a shandy boom. A 
shandy is a beer cocktail that is generally 
about half beer, half something else, typically 
a citrus-flavored soda (lemon or grapefruit) 
or carbonated lemonade, although it also can 
be mixed with ginger beer, ginger ale or cider. 
There’s also a German version of the drink, 
which is always either a citrus soda or carbon- 
ated lemonade combined with beer, called a 
radler or biermischgetrank. 

Suddenly it seems that everywhere you 
look there’s a new shandy or radler hitting the 


shelves. There’s the Austrian standard Stiegl 
Radler (available in lemon and grapefruit vari- 
ations). There’s the macrobreweries’ Leinen- 
kugel Summer Shandy and Anheuser-Busch’s 
Shock Top Lemon Shandy Then there’s the 
craft breweries’ takes on the style, like Hop- 
pin Frog Turbo Shandy Citrus Ale and Samuel 
Adams Porch Rocker. 

Tcbu won’t hear a beer geek call a beer like 
Stiegl Radler or Porch Rocker a great beer. But 
in just the right context— on a porch on a warm 
summer day— their combination of bright cit- 
rus notes and a hint of malt hits the spot. 


Leinenkugel 
Summer Shandy: An 

opaque golden beer 
that smells of pow- 
dered lemonade mix. 
The taste also is remi- 
niscent of lemonade 
mix, with a hint of 
wheat in the finish. 


Hoppin Frog Turbo 
Shandy Citrus Ale: 

Despite stronger alcohol 
percentage compared 
to the others (7 percent 
alcohol by volume), that 
strength is well concealed 
in this hazy yellow beer 
with a citrusy, spicy aroma. 
Lemon candy dominates 
the taste, with a hint of 
malt in the background. 


Samuel Adams Porch 
Rocker: A golden orange 
beer with a strong lemon 
aroma. The beer is crisp 
and refreshing, a lemon 
bite with a kiss of malt and 
hops. 


Shock Top Lemon 
Shandy: A cloudy yellow 
beer that smells of wheat 
and lemonade. Lemons 
dominate the mellow- 
bodied brew with slight 
yeast and malt notes. 


Stiegl Radler 
(grapefruit): Pale yellow 
with a smell that brings to 
mind hard candy, the beer 
is tart and straightforward 
with distinct grapefruit, 
soda, herbal and sugary 
notes.

Like most guys, Eric Lugo wants to look hand- 
some. But he doesn’t want to be caught apply- 
ing makeup. 

So the 26 -year-old uses skin-care 
products with names like Kiehl’s 
Facial Fuel and Fab Series’ 

Power Brightening Serum. 

“I want to keep myself 
up and maintain my 
looks, but Fd never use 
anything that looks 
like it’s made for my 
girlfriend,” the F.A. 
banker said. “This stuff 
looks like it’s for guys, 
not girlie at all, so I feel 
OK using it.” 

Retailers are seeing a boom 
ing market in cosmetics and skin 
care for men. But they face one big chal- 
lenge-most guys are squeamish about prod- 
ucts that seem too feminine. 

So skin care firms have come up with a va- 
riety of products with creatively masculine 
names, packaged in cigar boxes and contain- 
ers mimicking liquor bottles. The terminol- 
ogy and instructions are also suitably manly 
The colors pink and gold— staples of women’s 
cosmetics— are out. And the word “makeup” 
is verboten. 

“We don’t say the ‘M’ word. It’s taboo,” said 
Michele Probst, founder of Menaji, a high- 
end men’s line carried at nordstrom.com and 
department stores. 

One popular men’s brand. Jack Black, is 
sold at stores such as Sephora and Blooming- 
dale’s, and has a $60 anti-wrinkle lotion called 



Protein Booster Skin Serum. ee FauderB 
Ijh Serid for men sells a $28 eye cream called 
Eye Balm. Menaji puts out a $26 concealer 
called Urban Camouflage and a $35 face pow- 
der simply named Anti- Shine. 

That smart packaging seems to be 
doing the trick. 

Men’s grooming is one of 
the fastest growing segments 
the beauty business. 
Chicago-based research 
firm Mintel forecasts that 
sales of men’s toiletries will 
hit $3.2 billion by 2016, up 
from an estimated $2.6 bil- 
lion this year and $2.2 billion 
in 2006. 

Companies are eagerly staking 
territory in this burgeoning mar- 
ket. Nordstrom and Macy’s are devoting 
more shelf space to men’s products. Cosmet- 
ics chain Ulta rolled out in-store boutiques 
called the Men’s Shop. CVS Pharmacy has 
created Guy Aisles in stores, while skin-care 
brand Kiehl’s has Shave Bars inside its stores. 

The popularity of men’s grooming is 
driven by baby boomers eager for an edge in 
the workplace and younger fellows influenced 
by changing standards of male beauty 

Although men across all demographics 
are dabbling, those under 35 and over 50 are 
diving most enthusiastically into grooming 
products, said Karen Grant, a beauty analyst 
at NPD Group. 

“The younger generation has grown up 
with Mom slathering sunblock on their face,” 
Grant saiid. “So they are coming up aware of 
facial skin care.”
